The deputy boarded the special 
train at Madrid, introduced him- 
self and read the search warrant 
issued by Judge of Probate Harry 
Kk. Martin. Members of the party, 
one of whom was a minister, pro- 
tested, but the officer firmly in- 
formed the excursionists that he 
could not overlook such flagrant 
violation, declaring that importa- 
tion of liquor from Panama City 
and other points in [Florida to 
Houston county was his chief con- 
cern in enforcing the prohibition 
law. 

The insinuation that liquor 
might be seereted on the train a- 
roused the anger of the Kiwanians, 
especially the preacher, who de- 
clared: “Absurd, young man, that 
is absurd!

It may be observed that Alaba- 
ma to this date has built roads on 
the publie eredit plan or method. 
Should this method be continued? 
Will a continuance of this plan 
conserve the economic efficiency of 
the state, and will the public 
wealth be best promoted by using 
the publie credit system? 

In answering these questions it 
will be necessary to compare the 
progress through numbers of years 
made by states having bond issues 
with unbonded states. In the Unit- 
ed States, according to data pre- 
pared by the bureads of public 
roads, we find that 25 states have 
issued highway bonds, while 23 
states and District of Columbia 
have remained unbonded. These 
last have used the “pay-as-you-go” 
plan. North Carolina is the leading 
state on the bond issue plan, while 
Virginia is a leading example of 
the states carrying on its highway 
program by the “pay-as-you-go” 
method, 

In 1921 North Carolina author- 
rized $50,000,000 bond issue, Since 
that date this sum has increased to 
$115,000,000 and in addition the 
state of North Carolina has spent 
$35,000,000 in federal aid funds. 
The total expenditure has been 
$150,000,000, and North Carolina 
has about 5,000 miles of completed 
surfaced highways. The ultimate 
cost of this financing, retiring the 
bonds at the time made due, from 
1929 to 1964, with interest at 4.25 
per cent, will amount to about 
$70,000,000, including both inter- 
est and amortization charges, 
which makes a total cost of $185,- 
000,000 in interest and principal. 

Virginia has spent on construc- 
tion since 1918 about $60,000,000 | 
on the “pay-as-you-go” plan, and 
has graded approximately 3,300 
miles of highways, including about 
1,600 miles of hard surface roads. 
The total amount for construction 
purposes during 1928 was about 
$8,000,000. Virginia receives its 
highway revenue from a 5-cent gas 
tax, license tax, state convict force, 
federal aid and mill tax. (These

In his article, Mr. Upham says: 
“In making choice of financing, an 
essential detail is pointed out. I? 
$100,000 is to be spent by the 
‘Nay-as-you-go”’ plan on 10 miles 
of construction and the annual 
highway fund is $10,000, the cost 
is $10,000 per mile and it will take 
10 years to build. With a $100,- 
000 bond issue, serial type, 4 per 
cent maturing in a 20 year period, 
the cost of the bond issue will add 
$42,000 to the cost of the highway, 
so there must be added $4,200 to 
the cost of each mile of roadway, 
but, the entire 10 miles of newly 
constructed highway would be im- 
mediately available. If this imme- 
diate construction of the entire 
mileage accommodates enough 
traffic to save or earn the differ- 
ence in cost, the bond issue is al- 
ways justified.” 

The cost of the bond issue in 
North Carolina will be $70,000,000 
or $10,000,000 more than Virginia 
has spent during 10 years in con- 
structing its 3,300 miles of high- 
way. North Carolina has exhauted 
its $115,000,000 of bonds during a 
period of eight years and has built 
about 5,000 miles of road, 3,500 
miles being cement concrete or as- 
phalt.

of federal funds. The difference 
in expenditure between North Car- 
olina and Virginia is $90,000,000. 
The difference in road mileage is 
1,700, although North Carolina has 
more miles of hard surface roads. 
North Carolina has, by the time the 
bonds are retired, spent $160,000,- 
000 more than Virginia. Is this 
difference justified by the economic 
efficiency and the public wealth of 
the state? 

Tn this comparison it will be well 
also to consider the state of Geor- 
gia, an unbonded state. Since 
1918 about $65,000,000 has been 
spent on highway construction, and 
Georgia has 2,500 miles, 900 miles 
of which is hard surfaced, concrete 
predominating. Georgia and North 
Carolina each had for construction 
purposes in 1928, $8,000,000. 
Georgia has a 4-cent gasoline tax, 
while North Carolina has a 5-cent 
gasoline tax. North Carolina builds 
roads faster, but it takes nearly 
two dollars on the bond plan to 
build as many as one dollar on the 
pay-as-you-go plan. The carrying 
charges of the bond method in 
North Carolina are about 65 per 
cent of the bond money expended 
in construction. 

Georgia, unlike Virginia, re- 
ceives county aid. It has a county 
debt of about $28,000,000. The 
policy of county aid financing nec- 
essitates the expenditure of funds 
from which the public funds are 
received, and the richer counties 
are supplied with roads, whereas 
the poorer counties are lacking. 
This system causes delays in com- 
pletion of the state system and re- 
sults in lack of co-ordination. Vir- 
ginia some years ago borrowed $9,- 
000,000 from the counties, issuing 
bonds, but has paid it back to them. 
The counties are now receiving 
1 i-2 cent share of gas tax, based 
upon their respective real estate 
valuations. Georgia has not made 
the progress that Virginia has dur- 
ing the same period. 

In this comparison we wish to 
call attention to another state, 
Florida. Florida has no state bond 
issue at all. Great progress has 
been made in road construction, 
but there have been $240,000,000 
of bonds issued by counties. This 
indebtedness is assumed by the 
counties. Under our constitution 
in Alabama this policy could not 
be followed, as each county is lim- 
ited to 3% per cent of the assessed 
valuation of property. Some coun- 
ties are now to the limit. 

Alabama voted its first bond is- 
sue in 1921. A second bond issue 
was voted in 1927. Both are ex- 
hausted. Between 4,000 and 5,000 
miles of road have been graded, 
and about 1,200 miles hard sur- 
faced. This is a fairly good show- 
ing and a good start. Alabama has 
a 4-cent gas tax and a tag (regis- 
tration) tax, pledged for about 30 
years to retire the bonds and pay 
the interest. Judge Finnell says 
$50,000,000 more bonds can be is- 
sued wihout any increase, 
be true, we are now receiving much 
more taxes for road construction 
and road maintenance than we aye 
spending of bond money. We do 
not have the figures. 

With the present taxes, besides 
federal aid, Alabama receives near 
$9,000,000 a year, Alabama can 
go forward now on the “pay-as- 
you-go” plan.
